According to the US Embassy, 
government territorial forces have been ordered to 
move into a large tract of land in the southern por- 
tion °. f tl }° P rov inco, dospito | Ireports 25X1 

that the Communists will resist the move with main 
force troops. A similar operation will soon begin in 
the northern part of the province to expand government 
control over rice lands there. The Communists on 10 
July directed substantial artillery and rocket fire 
against government troops near the proposed site of 
the operation, suggesting that North Vietnamese ele- 
ments will also resist any such move in this area. 

In Kontum Province, fighting continues west and 
south of the provincial capital, but casualties have 
been light during the past two days. Poor weather 
continues to hamper air operations. A North Viet- 
namese regiment from the Kontum Pass area has recently 
joined the fighting south of Kontum City, apparently 
to keep government troops tied down. In Pleiku Prov- 
ince, Communist gunners on 9 and 10 July directed 
several rocket rounds against an area just north of 
the provincial capital, the first such action in 
several months. General Toan, commander of Military 
Region 2, said on 9 July that he would bomb Due Co 
if such attacks continued. [ I
